When it pleaſed the Log of 
life to require the ſouls of their parents, 


and to leave them thus forſaken and uncon- 
nected, how dreadful muſt be the proſpect 


of cheir fature condition! What could be ex- 


pected, but that they ſhould drink the dregs 


of miſery here, and drain the cup of trembling 
hereafter ? Whatever. you give to theſe or- 
Phans will not be loſt ; it will not 1: mpoveriſh | 
you. Clothing and educating then will not 
only eradicate, but prevent vicious habits, 


and will ſurely, though gradually reform a
